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Quayle Action 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

Claims 1-7 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(a) as not particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter applicants regard as the invention. In claim 2, line 3, use of 
the tradenames "G.E. Lexan" and "Mylar" does not properly limit the invention since a 
tradename only identifies the source of a product and not the product itself The tradenames 
should be replaced with generic expressions. Figures 6a, 7a, 8a, and 8b of the drawing should be 
renumbered as Figures -6A-, -7 A- -8A-, and -8B-, respectively, to correspond with the 
uppercase usage of the specification. Likewise, either the drawing figures or the specification 
should be amended such that all reference numerals (e.g., "9a" of Figure 2 and "1A" of page 4, 
line 1 1) consisting of a number-letter designator consistently employ upper- or lowercase letters 
following their numerical designators throughout the figures and specification. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.
